The university is looking into land and water 
resource development and the Central Queens- 
land economy. 

It also operas oentres for research into mo- 
lecuiar architecture, open and distance teaming, 
business, cuhure and communication in the Asia/ 
Pacific region, maricutture and has a major role in 
the new national Tropica) Beef Centre with the 
CSIRO and Depatlm^ of Primary industries. 

Staff and students have been investigating the 
causes and consequences of biue/gr e en algae, 
which has occurred in the region's waterways. 

This probiam is something that affects every 
per^ in Central Oueerrsiand. which makas the 
mstihition't work even more worthwhile. 

Both the industries and people of the region 
have been rfisadvantaged in the pest by the 
abeence of a research-focused university, but 
this is fast changing. 

The universtty is attempting to increase its 
funding from private sources a^ its Poundation, 
chaired by Mr Robert South, ts playing a mstjor 
role In this bid. 

It is attempting to raise S2.5 mWion Imm local 
Arms towards the $6 mODon needed to expand its 
kbrary. 

The Rockhampton City Coundi has set the 
pace with a donation of $t 00,000, a very impres- 
sive sum from a local authority. 

1(8 contribution signals that if has recognised 
the extremely impc^nl role the Univeri^ of 
Central Oueer«land plays in Rockhampton. 

II is now up to oomptmies and busmesaes to do 
likewise — II Is very much In thek best interests to 
do so now. for the future. 

The Institution's edmirvisiraiion recognises that 
it sAH has a long way to go before being truly 
conpetilive in Australia's cul-throal tertiary edu- 
cation system. 

But what is important is that the university has 
a dear and piausibie plan to achieve its goals. 

Vtee-charx»llor Geoff Wilson and all staff who 
have conirttxrted to the university's vision lor the 
future deserve to be oongratuialed.

JFK’s killers named 
in explosive book

or all the books published about the JFK 
saga, one sunds out. Ironically, the author 
is an Austraiian, Mr Cotin Davies. 

With fcarleti intent, Mr Davies' work. 
Named, does exactly what its title implies. 
An explosive little book, it sets out tn name 
who killed JFK. It also tries to unravel an 
intriguing, tangled assassination plot 

A Melburnian researcher, Mr Davies has 
accepted an invitation to go to Dallas for 
today's 30th anniversa^. There, he will rub 
shoulders with erric ofuctais, police, poiiti- 
ciarts. fellow authon and JFK buffs from 
around the world. 

Like countless other visiton and truth- 
scckcn, Mr Davies has walked by those 
famous landmarks synonymous with Presi- 
dent Kennedy's death 

These include the Texas Book Dep^ 
lory, the Grassy Knoll, the Records Build- 
mg, the Railroaid Overpass, the Dealcy Pla- 
za and the Kennedy IVfarker. 

Mr Davies has long studied and lectured 
in American history and poUiical science. 
He hat also worked at a researcher for an 
Australian senator. 

In addition, he hat had several books 
published on the Cold War era. 

Asked why an Australian should have

spedal interest in President Kennedy. Mr 
Davies said: “During the dark days of 
World War II. when Australia was threat- 
ened with Imision, JFK captained a FT 
boat sunk by a Japanese destroyer several 
hundred miles off the Queentiand coast." 

He said JFK spent several days behind 
Japanese lines and was rescued by an Aus- 
tralian coast watcher. JFK was decorated 
for bravery, a quality he also densonnrated 
in internalioniJ politics during his 
presiderrey. 

“The truth has never been told about his 
death and Australians owe it to his memory 
to set the record straighL’* Mr Davies said. 

Publisher Bookman Press, in promoting 
the book, says Named is the story that 
cannot be told in (he United States, if only 
because it dcKvcrs names and answers. It 
states that the ofTicial line that gunman Lee 
Harvey Oswald acted alone has long been 
discredited 

Furthermore, this book names formes^ 
Central intelligence Agency (QA) direaor 
Mr Allen Dulles as the mastermind behind 
a keenly detailed pliM 

The motive? 1o sustain the Cold Warj 
and the power of the US secret services. 


Progressively, the book connects the mys- 
terious crash of Gary Powen' U2 spy plane 
over Russia with the time Oswald was in 
Russia as a US agent. 

Mr Davies’ book says Mr Allen Dulles 
was behind the CIA-organised invasion of 
Cuba while the newly elected JFK refused 
to send in combat troops. 

It says the QA and the anti-Castro move- 
ment wanted to ''gel" Kennedy for this 
refusal. On Vietnam, the book sa^ JFK had 
announced the withdrawal of US advisers 
but before Kennedy could withdraw them 
he was assassinaicd. 

Meantime, President Diem of South 
Vietnam, who had nude overtures of peace 
with Hanot, was assassinated by the CIA 

Referring to JFK's assassins, the book 
mentions 12 individuals. Today, most of 
these are dead or their whereabouU 
unknown. 

Mr Davies reels off these names over the 
the paperback’s 123 pages. He starts with 
Ruscoc While, who he says fired at the 
President from the Dal-Tcx building. 
"White was a CIA assassin who died in a 
mysterious domestic acddcnt in 1971 — his 
family adamant he was murdered by hb 
fellow QA conspirators," he says. 

Mr Davies also lists Eugene Brading. ar- 
rested in the Dt)-Tcx building moments 
after the assassination. He says Brading was 
a Mafia courier suspected of lending back- 
up support to White. 

"Ricnard Cain fired at the president from 
the southeast comer of the b^k deposttory 
building — a Mafia and QA contract killer 
murdered by unknown assailants in 1977." 

Of Lee Harvey Oswald, Mr Davies says: 
"He lent back-up suppon to Cain and 
Charles Nicolctii f Mafia contraa killer) in 
the depository building. Oswald was a CIA 
agent murdered on Mafia orders by Jack 
Ru^ in police headquarters, two days after 
the assassmation.” 

Other suspects and associates named in- 
clude Antonio Veciana (suspected of driv- 
ing Oswald’i getaway car), Jack LawTcnce 
and Frank Sturgis (suspected gunmen be- 
hind a picket fence), plus Charles Harrei- 
son and Charles Rogers (suspected gunmen
